Proposed Plans 
Would Expand 
NCCC Services 


Navarro County Commissioners will discuss 


the possibility of contracting with Dallas 
County for mental health and mental retar- 
dation services and designating the Family 
Consultation Center as operating agency for 
Navarro County and the surrounding area. 


County Judge Rob Dunn said the plan will be 


presented during a special commissioners 
Court session at 10 a.m. Friday. 


Dunn said the state department on mental 


health and mental retardation has gone into a 
centralized plan for regional provision of 
services. He said Navarro County is in a region 
of which Dallas County is the primary sponsor. 


"We have such good facilities that Navarro 


County will get about $30,000 more if we sub- 
sidize services to Ellis County and other 
surrounding counties," Dunn said. 


Rose Praisnor, executive director of the 


Consultation Center, will be present Friday to 
give a statement from the center's board of 
directors concerning the project. 


The county commissioners will also consider 


dropping accidental coverage in employes' 
insurance plan because of the workmen's 
compensation they adopted last month. Dunn 
said the court has asked for a rate reduction. 


Government to Buy 


Beef and Pork 


WASHINGTON (AP) — To aid the nation's 


cattlemen and hog producers, the government 
will buy up to $100 million of beef and pork. 


Kenneth Rush, economic counselor to 


President Nixon, said Tuesday the meat would 
be bought this summer and donated to school 
lunch programs. 


"By buying now we help the cattlemen and 


hog producers, who are suffering from low 
prices, and we help prevent future dislocations 
in the market that would adversely affect 
consumer prices," Rush said. 


Agriculture Department officials declined to 


predict how the new meat purchases might 
affect consumer prices. But one department 
official said middlemen markups have been 
wide enough so that it might be possible for 
meat packers and retailers to absorb the pur- 
chases without passing further costs on to 
family shoppers. 


The president of the American Meat In- 


stitute, Richard Lyng, said the action "should 
not have any major impact on retail prices. But 
it could have the effect of encouraging some 
producers to stay in business." 


New Rules Prohibit 
Sex Descrimination 


In Schools 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and Welfare an- 
nounced 
Tuesday 
controversial 
rules 


prohibiting sex discrimination in the nation's 
schools, from kindergarten through college. 


Authorized by a two-year-old federal law, the 


proposed regulations are designed to assure 
equal treatment for females in admissions, 
athletics, housing, financial assistance, extra- 
curricular activities and employment. 


They would require coeducational physical 


education classes and outlaw different dor- 
mitory curfews for girls, as well as most single- 
sex scholarships. 


Skirting two of the most sensitive issues, 


however, HEW said the rules would not 
jeopardize major, revenue-producing college 
sports such as football and would not attempt to 
deal with the problem of sexism in textbooks. 


Institutions found in violation could lose their 


federal aid or be sued by the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


The regulations, promised to Congress more 


than a year ago, are open for public comment 
until Oct. 15. An HEW official said they 
probably would not be enforced to any great 
extent this coming school year, but instead 
would serve as general guidelines. 


HEW said the regulations in final form and 


any changes will need to be approved by the 
President. 


Most of the ground rules for the regulations 


were spelled out in 1972 education legislation, 
but HEW was given the task of interpreting and 
implementing the law among more than 16,000 
public elementary and secondary school 
districts and 4,000 colleges and universities. 
Israeli Planes 
Strike Again 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli warplanes 


struck at Arab guerrilla targets in southern 
Lebanon today— the second day of air attacks 
since President Nixon ended his Middle East 
visit. 


A military communique said the planes 


bombed and strafed guerrilla strongholds in a 
15-minute raid and then returned safely. 


The Israeli air force made two raids Tuesday 


into the southwest corner of Lebanon bordering 
Israel. The first took place as Nixon was 
leaving Jordan for the Azores, on his way home 
after his visits to Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria, 
Israel and Jordan. 


Lebanese 
authorities 
reported 
one 


Palestinian was killed and five persons 
wounded in Tuesday's air strikes. 


There was no immediate report of casualties 


today. 


The Israeli state radio said the raids were 


part of a day-today campaign to check such 
guerrilla assaults as the raid on the Shamir 
kibbutz six days ago, while Nixon was in Egypt. 
Three women died then with the four-man Arab 
suicide squad. 


Usually the Israelis retaliate immediately to 


such guerrilla attacks with strikes the same 
day or the day after at Palestinian bases in 
southern Lebanon. But they held off after the 
Shamir attack because of Nixon's presence in 
the Middle East.

Dealing with an average of 23 


new clients each month and 
approximately 350 at any time, 
local outpatient services 
at 


NCCC are constantly in action, 
according to Rose Praisner, 
executive director. 


Specializing in a wide range 


of problems — from anxiety, a 
"let 
down" 
feeling, 
or 


emotional 
depression 
to 


emergencies — NCCC is set up 
to^ 
"help 
persons 
with 


problems," says the executive 
director. 


NCCC provides professional 


help for all kinds of problems, 
Mrs. Praisner says, "no matter 
how small." In addition to the 
executive director, NCCC has 
two fulltime psychologists, a 
caseworker and pediatric nurse 
practitioner at the center five 
days a week. 


"There isn't as much stigma 


now," observes Mrs. Praisner, 
"about visiting mental health 
centers to discuss problems." 
NCCC is also promoting good 
mental health — particularly 
program 
planning 
as 
a 


preventative measure — by 
working 
with 
other 
local 


agencies and groups, including 
Corsicana 
public 
schools, 


Navarro College, local clergy 
and physicians, the welfare 
department, 
Community 


Services, Inc., Navarro County 
Association 
for 
Retarded 


Children, Mexia State School, 
etc. 


The center also works closely 


with the county and district 
courts, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 


Praisner. 
Services 
include 


personal 
evaluations 
and 


recommendations 
for 
treat- 


ment of persons 
who 
are 


juvenile offenders, drug users 
or accused of felonies. 


For example, explains Mrs. 


Praisner, NCCC staff members 
are on call 24 hours a day to 
provide emergency help for 
persons who attempt suicide or 
become violent while in the 
hospital or jail. Persons often 
just "walk in" at the center 
because they want to be helped. 


In January this year, 53 


clients were referred to the 
center, Mrs. Praisner says. Of 
that total, 12 were referred by 
family or friends (or came in by 
themselves without referral), 14 
by 
local 
schools, 
22 
by 


physicians and five by other 
socially-oriented agencies. 


Eight of those persons were 1- 


12 years old, 2.5 were 13-20, and 
20 were over 21 years. They 
received "more than one-to- 
one" counseling, according to 
the 
executive 
director. 


Medication may be required in 
some cases, yet the center 
strives to alleviate problems 
rather than brush them aside. 


The center works closely with 


families of persons who have 
alcohol-related problems, Mrs. 
Praisner 
says. 
Also, some 


diagnosis and evaluation of 
mentally 
retarded 
persons, 


assistance in applying for ad- 
mission to state schools and 
similar services are offered. 


NCCC also provides con- 


sultation and education services 
for parents who have children 
who are mentally 
retarded, 


have epilepsy or cerebral palsy. 


Occasionally, the center is 


called on to evaluate a person's 
sanity for a local court and aid 
in 
making 
state 
hospital 


arrangements at the court's 
request. 


School behavior 
problems, 


marital difficulties, 
parental 


problems 
and 
drug-related 


situations are all part of NCCC's 
outpatient reach, according to 
Mrs. Praisner. 


All visits 
are 
absolutely 


confidential, 
Mrs. 
Praisner 


stresses, and all information is 
available to the professional 
staff only. 


"Our business," she says, "is 


to listen." 


She notes there was a 16.5 per 


cent increase in clients in 1973 
over 1972. 


The center had more than 


1,600 client visits in 1973. Each 
visit averaged more than an 
hour in length, and clients will 
average approximately three 
visits annually, she says.

According to Cope, the Rice 


district does not plan to appeal 
the accreditation report.

reports beginning July 15, 1974. 
The principal said the only 
appearance he will make "to 
the people in Austin (TEA) will 
be to present the plan devised 
by the committees." 


The five committees formed, 


which Cope said he felt would be 
able to arrive at a plan to satisfy 
TEA, 
are finance, curriculum 


evaluation, staff development, 
plant facilities, and a policy- 
making committee. A public 
relations 
group 
will 
be 


organized at a later meeting of 
the board. 


Cope will meet with each 


committee and discuss findings 
of a 13-city tour of school 
buildings recently completed or 
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still in progress. During the 
meeting he indicated that about 
90 per cent of the schools he 
visited had adopted the open- 
classroom concept of teaching.

Each building was built with the 
idea of adding more facilities as 
money becomes available."

Although State Sen. Ron 


Clower and State Represen- 
tative Forrest Green differ on 
several of the issues in the 
proposed 
State 
Constitution, 


both feel optimistic about the 
increased tempo showed by the 
Constitutional Convention. 


"I was depressed about the 


whole thing. I thought for a 
while that we wouldn't have 
anything to vote on, but I feel 
very encouraged now," Rep. 
Green said this week. 


"The July 30 deadline had me 


feeling 
apprehensive," 
Sen. 


Clower said Tuesday, "but 
things are moving right along 
now." 


Clower went on to explain that 


if the convention has not "come 
up with a Constitution to vote 
on, we will automatically ad- 
journ. We have no choice." 


Both feel, however, that the 


proposed Constitution will be 
completed before the deadline. 


"It really looks like the end is 


in sight," said Green. 


Clower, who is a member of 


the Committee on Submission 
and Transition, said that all the 
articles must have a "third 
reading" 
before 
they 
are 


presented to the committee. He 
believes that this can be done by 
the "first or second week in 
July." 


The committee will then work 


on the proposed Constitution to 
make it as acceptable 
as 


possible, jn order_that it may 
receive a two-thirds vote from 


the convention. 


"I imagine that the com- 


mittee will submit the Con- 
stitution just as it was passed," 
said Clower, "but it probably 
will 
be 
defeated 
on con- 


troversial issues the first time." 


If 
the convention doesn't 


approve the Constitution, it will 
be sent back to the committee 
for re-working until it is ac- 
cepted. 


Clower is also chairman of the 


subcommittee which will write 
the ballot for voters. 


Green expressed disapproval 


about 
the 
equal education 


provision. 


"We'll be opening a whole 


Pandora's Box if this passes," 
he said. "I can foresee all kinds 
of litigation about this." He 
added that the state would be 
open to many demands by 
students. 


Clower feels that the issue is 


"misunderstood. What we're 
doing is simply re-stating the 
Constitution 
of 
the United 


States, which guarantees equal 
educational opportunities for 
all." 


Green feels that 
"special 


interests" have been given too 
much attention, but Clower says 
that, "Sure, the special in- 
terests have been talking, and 
some of them got what they 
wanted. But some didn't. 


"The way it looks now, it's a 


good Constitution, and worth 
supporting," 
Clower 
added. 


"I'm 
not 
satisfied 
with 


everything in it, but I'm going to 
be working for its passage."

have been registered in defunct 
units as of March 5. 


Hoover said "dead" units and 


members were found before a 
Chicago news story broke and 
the Galveston "housecleaning" 
is virtually complete. The coun- 
cil lists 7,001 scouts in 418 Cub, ' 
Scout and Exploring units. 


Last week Alden G. Barber, 


BSA chief executive, said in 
Chicago that the BSA has found 
some of its staff have been 
cheating on membership rolls.

Al a newspaper, people are 


iiur business. Without people, 


there would be no one to write 
about, no one to provide goods 
to advertise and no one to read 
the stories or buy the products.

or not. The merchant, the gas 
station operator, the librarian, 
the theater owner—I could go on 
and on.

are in the people business, but 
there is one industry which is, 
more deeply in the people 
business than any other, and 
that is food service.

cannot 
catagorize 
people 


completely, he can certainly 
peg them as to what kind of 
customer they will be, almost as 
soon as they enter. 


I found that there are four 


broad classes of customers. 
There are the loners, who want 


. to come in, order, be served, eat 
and leave with a minimum of 
bother and little if any com- 
munication. There 
are 
the 


talkers, who want to become 
friendly, almost intimate with 
you in the short time they are 
there, whether they ever come 
back or not. There are the 
precise ones we call the at- 
tention seekers. They will come 
in -at the busiest possible time 
and order. a bacon sandwich 
cooked medium rare on wheat 
toast with the crusts trimmed 
and a Dr. Pepper float, made 
just so. This, when one is 
covering two stations of four 
tables each and at 12 noon. And 
of course, they are in a hurry. 


Then there are the com- 


plainers. There is something 
that compels these people to 
complain to the server about the 
food preparation and quality, 
the 
silver, 
the 
napkins, 


anything, 


I have an old maid aunt. She 


is a complainer. Many years 
ago, I went to Galveston on a 
short vacation. We ate at one of 
those tourist restaurants that 
was built out over the gulf on a 
jetty. You know, a real tourist 
type seafood place. She ordered 
a steak and then complained 
about the quality, the cook and 
ihe price. In a seafood cafe, 
stretched over the 
Gulf of 


Mexico. Had there been a 
Cattleman's Steak House in 
Dallas then, she would have 
ordered 
seafood and com- 


plained about it. 


Since all of us do fall into one 


of these categories, I guess I am 
the talker type. We like to get 


acquainted 
with those who 


serve us. On a one to one level. 


I made a vow. I would never 


complain to a waitress. Never. 
The only thing she can do is 
bring it to you. The main 
preogative one has is not to 
return. Consequently my wife 
and I have a list of "Goes and 
don't go's" all over Texas. 
That's our American freedom of 
choice. 


Speaking of food service, I 


was sitting in local restaurant 
the other day, having our usual 
light lunch of a sandwich and 
milk. Our waitress was young, 
and had not been in the business 
long. Next to us was a table of 
nine men who were prodigious 
eaters. When they left, the table 
was in one of the worst "con- 
ditions" I had ever seen. It 
resembled a pig-sty. Since they 
obviously had no busboys, at 
least at that time, she brought 
my sandwich, looked over at 
that table, and made one of the 
most appropriate comments I 
had ever heard. "Yuk!" she 
said and disappeared. 
After 


leaving her a fairly nice tip in 
sympathy, so did I.

The director further 
reported that since the com- 
mission had at its last meeting 
lowered the age from 21 to 18 for 
new firemen he had eight to 
apply, and had given tests to 
two.

PEDIA stands for Planning 


for 
Early 
Development by 


Interagency Action. It is a vital 
part of NCCC's services to 
Navarro County, according to 
Mrs. 
Praisner. 


Target ages for children who 


can potentially be helped by 
PEDIA are 0-6. Identifying and 
satisfying the needs of these 
children and their families is 
the special project's goal, the 
executive director explains. 


Julie I^ang, NCCC caseworker 


also, serves as PEDIA coor- 
dinator. 


PEDIA 
is 
one 
of 
ap- 


proximately 10 such projects in 
Texas, Mrs. Praisner says, and 
is funded entirely by the state. 
Its operating budget for the 
current fiscal year is $60,150. 


More than "day care" is 


involved in PEDIA's work, 
according to Mrs. 
Praisner, 


who says this is just one type of 
developmental service which 
has been provided during the 
project's first year. 


Additional important services 


include prenatal care, "well 
baby" and "well child" clinics 
for regular checkups, nutrition 
programs, early identification 
of learning disabilities, plus 
psychological services. 


One in a Series 


Mrs. Praisner says studies 
show Navarro County has a 
high death rate for children not 
yet 28 days old. This is one 
reason for providing PEDIAV 
special care, she adds. 


Goals of the program are to 


provide 
early, 
consistent 


prenatal care for more mothers 
so more babies will be born 
alive, survive the first 28 days of 
life and reach adulthood. 


Mrs. Praisner says PEDIA 


attempts to teach mothers how to 
care for their children, how to 
recognize when professional help 
is needed and how to get it. 


Expectant 
mothers 
can 


receive routine examinations, 
including laboratory tests, as 
well as educational materials. 
Ann Logan, R.N., 
pediatric 


nurse practitioner, and Ida 
Pearl Reynolds, L.V.N., con- 
duct additional "well child" and 
"well baby" clinics, including 
comprehensive 
medical 


screening and referrals to other 
agencies if needed. 


Prenatal clinic services are 


handled at Memorial Hospital, 
according to Mrs. Praisner. The 
clinic is open two days each 
week and available to 
all 


women. 


Child health services 
are 


potentially available to more 
than 2,500 children under six 
years of age in this county, Mrs. 
Praisner says. 


All kinds of reasons exist for 


PEDIA's 
services, 
the 


executive director adds, and 
services are coordinated to 
satisfy the resulting needs. Low 
income, female employment,

But some old salts, Navy and

At ihe time of the decision 


about service branches, the 
young Nimitz was.residing in 
Kerrviile with his mother and 
his stepfather-uncle—his' moth-, 
er .married her late husbandL's 
brother. 


He saw a couple of spit-and- 


polish second lieutenants on 


maneuvers from Ft. Sam Hous- 
ion and decided to be a soldier. 


He asked Rep. James L. 


Slayden of San Antonio to ap- 
point him to West Point. Slay- 
den said all his slots to that 
school wee filled, but he did 
have an opening for the Naval 
Academy.

and Nimitz did gel to command
